BAGHDAD, IRAQ I Spc. Jeremy C. Sivits wept 
and apologized after receiving the maximum 
penalty of a year in prison and a bad conduct 
discharge Wednesday in the first court-mar- 
tial stemming from abuse of Iraqis by U.S.

His testimony will now be used to prose- 
cute other Americans accused of mistreating 
prisoners — most immediately, three men 
from his Reserve unit who also appeared in 
court Wednesday.

His hearing marked the start of American 
efforts to investigate who was responsible 
for the abuse and punish the guilty, a pro- 
cess expected to stretch to the highest levels 
of the military.

Says city had focused 
on other potential 
targets ahead of attacks 

NEW YORK I New York officials 
probably would not have changed 
security priorities even if they had 
knowledge of an August 2001 brief- 
ing paper that warned of terrorists 
casing city buildings, former mayor 
Rudolph Giuliani told the Sept. 11 
commission Wednesday. 

The Aug. 6, 2001, intelligence 
briefing for President Bush — titled 
“Bin Laden Determined To Strike 
in U.S.” — referred to evidence 
of buildings in New York being 
looked at by terrorists as possible 
targets. Giuliani said the briefings 
he received from federal officials 
indicated that New York’s bridg- 
es, tunnels and subways were more 
likely targets. 

The former mayor and his com- 
missioners were widely hailed for 
their efforts after two hijacked 
planes slammed into the twin 
towers, killing 2,749 people. 

But on Tuesday, commission 


member John Lehman said the 
failure of city agencies to commu- 
nicate effectively on 9/11 was a scan- 
dal “not worthy of the Boy Scouts, 
let alone this great city.” 

The mayor acknowledged there 
were “terrible mistakes” made on 
Sept. 11, but attributed that to the 


unprecedented circumstances. 

Just before Giuliani took the 
stand, the commission released 
a staff report saying that flaws 
in the city’s emergency phone sys- 
tem denied people inside the World 
Trade Center potentially lifesaving

Military chiefs say 
transfer of power may 
strengthen insurgency 

WASHINGTON I The commander of 
U.S. forces in the Middle East said 
Wednesday he may need more than 
the 135,000 troops already in Iraq 
once political control is handed back 
to the Iraqis on June 30 because the 
insurgency is likely to grow even 
more violent then. 

Summoned to testify before 
Congress on prisoner abuse, Gen. 
John Abizaid also addressedbroader 
issues, making clear that he believes 
time is running short to make a via- 
ble handover of sovereignty to the 
Iraqi people on June 30. 

Abizaid conceded in his testimo- 
ny that he may have underestimated 
the strength of the Iraqi insurgency 
and said U.S. forces are hampered 
by shortages of military police and 
other support troops. 

As chief of the Central Command 
running the war, Abizaid said he 
takes responsibility for the abuses 
at Abu Ghraib prison. 

Overcrowding in the cells of that 
jail “contributed to systemic fail- 
ures,” and may have created condi- 


tions for abuse to take place, he said. 

At the same hearing, Sen. John 
Warner, R-Va., committee chair- 
man, disclosed that the Pentagon 
had found another disk contain- 
ing photos of abuse at Abu Ghraib. 
The Pentagon told Warner that its 
criminal investigators in Baghdad 
were given the new disk “under cir- 
cumstances that warranted inves- 
tigation.” Twenty-four photos that 


apparently show abusive acts by U.S. 
forces are on the diskette. 

CIA officials also are under 
investigation for alleged mis- 
treatment of detainees. A Justice 
Department official, speaking 
on condition of anonymity, said 
Wednesday that the department is 
looking into three detainee deaths 
known to involve CIA personnel and

Israeli Tank Shell 
Kills 10 in Gaza 


Foray into Palestinian 
refugee camp draws 
fierce condemnation 

RAFAH, GAZA STRIP I Israeli forc- 
es fired a missile and a barrage of 
tank shells to hold back a crowd of 
Palestinians protesting military 
operations in Gaza on Wednesday, 
killing at least 10, including chil- 
dren and teens. 

The strike, captured in dramatic 
television footage, provoked anger 
throughout the Arab world and con- 
demnation from European leaders 
including British Prime Minister 
Tony Blair, who called Israels offen- 
sive in the Rafah refugee camp 
“unacceptable and wrong.” 

The U.N. Security Council 
demanded that Israel halt the demo - 


lition of Palestinian homes and con- 
demned the killing of Palestinian 
civilians. The United States, which 
could have vetoed the resolution, 
abstained in the 14-0 vote to show 
its displeasure with Israel. 

Israel expressed regret over the 
deaths. The army said soldiers fired 
about four tank shells at an aban- 
doned building, which blocked their 
view of the protesters. At least one 
of the shells tore through the build- 
ing and hit the crowd. 

Israeli Defense Minister Shaul 
Mofaz said Israel would press ahead 
with its offensive in the camp to 
hunt down militants and destroy 
arms-smuggling tunnels. The inva- 
sion — the largest in the Gaza Strip 
in years — came less than a week 
after Palestinian militants killed 13 
soldiers in Gaza, khalil hamra (ap)

Heckler Throws 
Powder on Blair 


British PM unharmed 
after cornstarch attack 
in House of Commons 

L 0 N D 0 N I A protester in a VIP gal- 
lery hurled purple powder on Prime 
Minister Tony Blair in the House 
of Commons on Wednesday, forc- 
ing an evacuation and an urgent 
review of security. 

The powder was only cornstarch, 
but legislators were shaken by the 
thought that the incident could 
have been a terrorist attack. It was 
a major security breach in the House 
of Commons, which recently put up 
a bulletproof, transparent screen 
to protect members from possible 
attacks from the public gallery. 

Blair flinched as he was hit on 
the left shoulder by the powder. 
Lawmakers behind him dusted the 
powder off his back before he left 
the chamber. The prime minister’s 
office later said he was fine. 


British media reported that sev- 
eral condoms of the powder were 
thrown toward Blair. 

Fathers 4 Justice, a group that 
campaigns on behalf of fathers 
denied access to their children, 
claimed responsibility and said 
Ron Davies, 44, of Worthing, 
England, hurled the cornstarch. 
Group spokesman Matt O’Connor 
said Davies had not seen his chil- 
dren in five years. 

Davies and a second man in the 
VIP gallery were grabbed by secu- 
rity officers after the cornstarch 
hit Blair. 

Baroness Golding, a former 
lawmaker in the governing Labour 
Party, confirmed that she signed for 
the men to enter one of two VIP gal- 
leries, which are not behind the secu- 
rity screen, and expressed regret. 

“I shall, of course, give every sup- 
port and cooperation to the authori- 
ties who are now investigating,” she

Independence Air 
To Begin Boarding 


Low-fare airline based 
at Dulles cleared for 
takeoff on June 16 

A I R L I N E S I Travelers looking for low 
fares got another choice Wednesday 
as Independence Air began selling 
tickets. 

Beginning June 16, the airline will 
fly to five cities — Chicago, Boston, 
Atlanta, Newark, N. J., and Raleigh- 
Durham, N.C. — from its hub at 
Washington Dulles International 
Airport. Thirty more destinations 
will be added this summer. 

The company not only plans to 
compete directly with other low- 
cost carriers, but also hopes to chal- 
lenge major airlines with a schedule 
of flights that will allow as many 
as 1,400 connections a day to cit- 
ies served from Dulles. 

“We’ll let the customers decide 
with their wallets which way they 
go,” said Kerry Skeen, the carrier’s 
chairman and chief operating offi- 


cer. Independence has one-way fares 
as low as $39. 

Since customers will have to 
book their flights on the airline’s 
Web site or call the airline direct- 
ly, the per-transaction costs will 
be limited to about 50 cents, com- 
pared to up to $15 for some carri- 
ers using other online services or 
travel agents, Skeen said. 

Flight frequency and reliance on 
smaller 50 -seat Bombardier CRJ 
jets for the bulk of their flights also 
will help control costs and maxi- 
mize gate usage at the airports 
Independence plans to serve. 

Dulles is already home to dis- 
count carriers jetBlue, AirTran, 
Frontier and Ted, while Southwest 
is a major presence at Baltimore/ 
Washington International Airport. 

Tara Hamilton, a spokeswoman 
for the Metropolitan Washington 
Airports Authority, said the addi- 
tion of Independence will give the 
airport “a significant element of low-

country in waves isn’t a pox but an 
obsession with youth, fluff, celeb - 
rity-for-nothing and newsertain- 
ment. 

Orth knows — as a celebrity-mag 
journalist she’s interviewed scores 
of marquee names, next big things 


and It-bunnies. She claims celebrity 
interviews used to be geared toward 
what these boldfaces, y’know, did 
— “their achievements, the content 
of their work, and how it got done.” 
In her book, “The Importance of 
Being Famous: Behind the Scenes 
of the Celebrity Industrial Complex,” 


Orth picks apart the fame machine 
that catapults nobodies onto Page 
Six for no better reason than that 
they have the biggest catapult. The 
unprecedented power of publicists, 
the coziness between editors and 
the beast they feed, the public lust 
for rumor, scandal and carefully 
planted “inside” looks at the stars’ 
lives are detailed in this scabrous, 
disheartening volume. 

Which brings us to Edwards. 
Howthefluff-o-meterhitll atNPR, 
no less, is a mystery no “Morning 
Edition” listener can fathom. But his 
unceremonious sideways booting 
from host to “correspondent” is not 
the subject of his talk. He’ll be read- 
ing from “Edward R. Murrow and 
the Birth of Broadcast Journalism.” 
The book covers Murrow’s success- 
ful efforts to provide both wide and 
deep reportage of World War II as 
it approached. 

Murrow would be proud of 
Edwards. And that rumbling you 
hear is the sound of him turning in 
his grave when NPR replaces him 
with “Morning Edition’”s new hosts 
— the Olsen twins, (express)

MUSIC I American rock bands 
have a grand tradition of fleecing 
everything from accents to hair to 
music from their counterparts on 
the British Isles. The Thrills, head- 
lining at Black Cat on Saturday, have 
finally given us klepto Yanks a taste 
of our own medicine. 

After a summer spent lounging 
on San Diego’s beaches, the four lads 
in The Thrills returned to their dank 
and dreary hometown of Dublin, 
Ireland, intent on capturing the 
best of sun-drenched, cheerful 
California pop music. 

Some have dismissed the band 
as rip-off artists. But while The 
Thrills certainly wear their influ- 
ences (The Beach Boys, The Byrds 
and The Monkees to name a few) on 
their sleeves and constantly name- 


drop West Coast cities, their sound 
is so fresh, catchy and smile-induc- 
ing that you just have to give them 
a free pass. 

The hype-machine was work- 


ing in overdrive last year when The 
Thrills dropped their exceptional 
debut LP, “So Much for the City.” 
Equal parts upbeat alt- country 
and ’60s jangle pop, the album cut 


right through modern rock’s mopey 
veneer. If rock radio had any guts 
(we’re talking to you, DC101), this 
album would have been your beach 
soundtrack last summer. 

The Thrills’ opening act, 
Brooklyn’s Ambulance Ltd., is gar- 
nering glowing reviews for its first 
album, simply titled “LP,” released 
last month. Ambulance Ltd. draws

Jars of Clay made 
the pop landscape 
safe for Christian rock 

MUSIC I Funny how innovation 
works. Sometimes a new idea 
causes riots, headlines and divi- 
sion among eggheads — the debut 
of Stravinsky’s “Rites of Spring,” 
for example, at which the audience 
ripped out chairs because the music 
was too weird. And sometimes a li’l 
ol’ band that got together in college 
has eleventy-billion radio hits that 
don’t sound all that different from 
other chart-toppers, and it’s dis- 
missed as irrelevent because the 
lyrics are too, well, Christian. 

Welcome to the world Jars of 
Clay changed. The Illinois -based 
quartet began rocking acoustical- 
ly in the early ’90s, when Christian 
music meant gospel stars and goopy 
songs of heavenly glory from clean- 
cut folks who never made the cover 
of Rolling Stone. The Dove awards, 
the annual Christian music award 
ceremony, was treated with the 
approximate respect in the music 
press as the Adult Video News 
awards was by Hollywood. 

But by combining hushed acoustic 
melodicism with lyrics of faith, Jars 
of Clay sprung Christian contempo- 


rary music, or CCM, into the lime- 
light. You could be young and have a 
religion! And sing about it! And put 
on electrifying live shows! It sounds 
so very “Well, duh” in a pop world 
that includes such disparate and suc- 
cessful believers as Evanescence, U2 
and Stacie Orrico, but at the time, 
alternative rock was still a familiar 
landscape of cars, girls and unspeci- 
fied boyish angst. 

Jars have electrified their 
sound but not stepped away from 
their message. Their 2003 album, 
“Who We Are Instead,” includes 
a reverently beautiful version of 
the spooky hymn “Jesus’ Blood 


Never Failed Me Yet,” a cult favor- 
ite among new-music aficionados 
familiar with contemporary- clas- 
sical composer Gavin Bryars’s loop 
of a homeless British man, and Tom 
Waits singing the song. It’s a step 
away from the predictable indie - 
rock sound of Jars’ youth, but if 
the band’s precedent is any exam- 
ple, they may make Christian lyr- 
ics safe for classical music as well.

New Jersey’s Misfits 
invented gross-out 
rock — thanks, guys! 

MUSIC I Your Insane Clown Posses, 
your GWARs — these imposters did 
not invent blood- spattered gross- 
out rock. There would be no club 
managers desperately tacking 
plastic sheeting over their walls 
if it weren’t for the one and only 
Misfits. 

Even heavy metal fans might 
not know that Glenn Danzig, he 
of the lucky baddass last name 
who later led the bands Samhain 
and Danzig, founded a confron- 
tational four-piece group in New 
Jersey in the 1970s. 

Tasteless, menacing and some- 
thing of a guilty pleasure for punk- 
rockers weary of the genre’s earnest-

ness, The Misfits dressed like club 
bouncers in the ninth circle of heck 
and put on live shows that defined 
“spatterpunk.” 

But Danzig was and remains 
a musical craftsman at heart — 
The Misfits’ songs were hooky, 
fist-pumping anthems that would 
have fit in at any Black Sabbath 
set, except that the band busted 
out the tunes at hyperspeed and 
delivered deliberately crude musi- 
cianship. They were a mess, a joke, 
the anti-Christ, punk pranksters, 
rock monsters. 

Although The Misfits disbanded 
in the early ’80s, their legacy lives 
on. Later outfits took a close lis- 
ten to their propulsive punk and 
teased out the great songs at the 
core. They’ve been covered by 
everyone from Guns N’ Roses to 
Metallica, and Danzig has kept 
himself at the forefront of eerie 
metal with his later, more sophis- 
ticated projects. 

At this point, The Misfits’ 
exhausting stage show may seem 
tamer than Britney’s snake, what 


with all the Faygo and fake blood 
being spewed about modern night- 
clubs. 

Not that they were all that scary 
in the first place. 

Last year they released “Project 
1950.” With a new lineup that 
includes singer Jerry Only, bass- 
ist Dez Cadena of Black Flag and 
Marky Ramone of The Ramones, 
a new, not-necessarily-improved 
Misfits covered an album full of 
dreamy mid- century prom hits in 
their own inimitable style. 

So pin on your corsage and sneak 
in a flask; this maybe the first and 
only time the Jaxx stage will witness 
a Paul Anka song, (express)

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Randy Johnson: Aged to Perfection 


Southpaw s greatest feat comes at the age of 40 


BASEBALL! Arizona Diamondbacks 
pitcher Randy Johnson has come a 
long way since his first no -hitter. 

Back then, nearly 14 years ago, 
the young, scowling 6 -foot-10 fire- 
baller was tough to hit — he just 
wasn’t quite sure where the ball was 
headed once it left his hand. 

Now, at 40, the man nick- 
named the Big Unit has aged to 
perfection. 

Johnson became the old- 
est pitcher in baseball history to 
throw a perfect game, retiring all 
27 hitters he faced in the Arizona 
Diamondbacks’ 2-0 victory over 
Atlanta on Tuesday night. 

With his sizzling fastball and 
nasty slider, Johnson struck out 
13 and went to three balls on just 
one hitter. 

Johnson’s was just the 17th per- 
fect game in major league history, 


the 15th since the modern era began 
in 1900 and the first since the New 
York Yankees’ David Cone against 
Montreal on July 18, 1999. 

Cy Young had been the oldest to 
throw a perfect game, doing it in 1904 
at age 37 “Everything he’s done up 
to this point pales in comparison,” 
Arizona manager Bob Brenly said. 

That’s saying a lot. Johnson has 
won five Cy Young Awards, put up 
staggering strikeout numbers and 
helped Arizona win the World 
Series in 2001. 

Now this, the rarest of pitch- 
ing feats. 

Johnson became the 27th pitch- 
er to throw two no -hitters, and the 
nearly 14 -year span between them 
was longer than anyone else. His 
first came for Seattle on June 2, 
1990, when he no -hit Detroit but 
walked six.

“That was far from perfect,” 
Johnson recalled. “I was a very 
young pitcher who didn’t have any 
idea where the ball was going. I was 
far from being a polished pitcher. 
Fourteen years later, I’ve come a 
long way as far as knowing what 
I want to do.” Johnson struck out 
the final batter, pinch-hitter Eddie 
Perez, with a 98 mph fastball. 

He pumped his fist and raised 
his glove, a rare grin spreading 
across his rugged face. He started 
to put out his hand when Robby 
Hammock arrived at the mound, 
but the young catcher — a foot 
shorter than Johnson — gave the 
pitcher a bear hug instead. 

Within seconds, Johnson was 
mobbed by beaming teammates. 

Johnson (4-4) is only the fifth 
pitcher to throw no -hitters in both 
the National and American leagues, 
joining Young, Jim Bunning, 
Hideo Nomo and Nolan Ryan.

White Agrees to 
Ban for Drug Use 


U.S. sprinter stripped 
of medals, will not 
compete in Olympics 

DOPING I Sprinter Kelli White 
accepted a two -year ban Wednesday 
for using performance -enhancing 
drugs and will not compete in the 
Olympic Games this summer in 
Athens. 

She was also stripped of every 
medal she has won in the past four 
years, including three world cham- 
pionship golds. 

White, 27, tested positive for the 
stimulant modafinil at last year’s 
world championships and U.S. 
nationals. The U.S. Anti-Doping 
Agency said it also found evidence she 
had used a previously undetectable 
steroid and the endurance -enhanc- 
ing hormone erythropoietin. 

White, the first athlete to be sus- 
pended based on information from the 
BALCO case, agreed to help the anti- 
doping agency in its investigation.

“If I can make a difference in 
cleaning up the sport, I will have 
done more for the sport than any- 
thing I could have done on the 
track,” she said in a statement.

NHL Returns to NBC 
Under New 2-Year Deal 


HOCKEY I NBC is back on the ice 
after 29 years. 

The network will broadcast NHL 
games the next two seasons under 
a revenue-sharing deal, replac- 
ing ABC as the league’s broadcast 
partner, even as the NHL braces 
for an offseason that will feature 
labor talks to head off a potential 
lockout that could disrupt next sea- 
son after the collective bargaining 
agreement expires Sept. 15. 

The deal, announced Wednesday, 
will call for NBC to broadcast seven 
regular- season games beginning in 
January and six playoff games in 
regular Saturday afternoon time 


slots. The network also will tele- 
vise Games 3-7 of the Stanley Cup 
finals in prime time. NBC last regu- 
larly broadcast NHL games 29 years 
ago, but televised the league’s All- 
Star game from 1991-94. 

Later Wednesday, ESPN and the 
NHL agreed to a deal to keep the 
league on ESPN2 next season with 
an option for two more years. 

“This is the right deal at the right 
time with the right parties,” NHL 
Commissioner Gary Bettman said.

Fishy Find

ANDREW LAZUR, associate professor 
atthe University of Maryland Center 
for Environmental Science, was online 
Wednesday to discuss the recent dis- 
covery of snakehead fish in local waters. 


As a tropical fish, can the snakehead 
survive during the colder months? 

The northern snakehead fish 
is actually a temperate species 
adapted to cooler waters, toler- 
ating 40-80 degrees. Many of the 
other species of snakehead fish are 
tropical and prefer warmer water 
temperatures. 

How tolerant of varying salinity 
levels is this fish? Can we expect it 
in all the tributaries and through- 
out the Chesapeake soon? 

It’s native to freshwater rivers 
and streams in Asia and apparently 
does not tolerate salinity well, which 
may prevent its migration to brack- 
ish or marine waters. 

How big can they get and what are 
some examples of their prey? 

The northern snakehead fish 
can reach up to 13 pounds and 33 
inches in length. In their natural 
environment, their main prey as 
adults is smaller fish. Juveniles 
will prey upon small crustaceans, 
insects and fish. 

If these snakehead fish aren’t so 
bad, then why the big ordeal and 
attempt to rid our waters of them? 

Any non-native fish can com- 
plicate the food chain. Having the 
snakehead fish in the river adds 
another predator and may impact 
the balance of native predator- 
prey fishes. 

My four-year-old daughter wants to 
know if a snakehead bites people.
